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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newm issues raised are under 112 1st paragraph both written description and enablement , and NEW 
MATTER; specifically the deletion of the specific activity for chalcone isomerase from the claims is not supported in the specification 
because the specification states the invention relies upon a specific isoform of chalcone isomerase found in legumes only that produces 
liquiriteginen required for the production of daidzein, and thus the amendment to the claims broadens the scope leading to the 112 1st 
issues. Further, the previously filed claim set recited in the independent claims 'or a fragment thereof having activity, which the office 
interpreted broadly and which the hybridization conditions in the dependent claims were understandably seen as narrowing that fragment 
language. However, the instant claims 1 and 2 are drawn to specific sequences and therefore the hybridization language does not narrow 
the claim and can not narrow any further when the claim is drawn to only a specific sequence identifier. With respect to the 103 rejection 
the issued patent recites that the embodiement of the invention is to produce isoflavones in plants that do not do so. Furthermore, there 
sufficient breadth for the enzyme sequences in the claims of the issued patent to read pon the instantly claimed SEQ ID NO: 2, 4 and 6 and 
there respective nucleotide sequenes SEQ ID NO:L 1, 3 and 5. Finally, Applicants asertions that the plants the '113 Patent are not drawn to 
plants that both produce flavonol and anthocyanin. Applicant is reminded that the claims are not drawn to unexpected results and Applicant 
has not responded to the Examiner's assertion that flavonol and anthocyanin are ubiquitous among plant species. Moreover, Applicants' 
choice for a plant species that produces both flavonol and anthocyanin is the most commonly transformed species, namely tobacco, that 
supports the Examiner's initial assertion. 
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
